Jenkins and others therein named ; ' ſent 
in time but hearkned to,almoſt too Latesthey incours- 
ging Mr. Love to lead the way and he them, to follow 
him:but they are better adviſed: This letter, at firſt, 
was intenaea,only 45 4 private ſupplication to him,ou 
ſeeing ſo many others,were carryed awiy;in the fame 
paths, ſubſcribing with him and laboring mightily to 
enflame this nation azain, in a third War, upon-wdef-

perate;hazzard to obtain their own enas:but had the y 
tully prevailed, what had become of all their.diſſen- 

ting brethren, though never ſo godly © we fearthe 
ſbowld have had, but hard mealure for all the kind- 
nels and patience fſhewed to them . nor ſhould they, 
have enjoyed, ſuch pardons.,priviledges, and quiet 

habitations among them,as they enjoy among us. |

Jenkins, being con- 
vinced thereef(as ts expreſſed)upon his ſeeking GOD 
and not adventuring a wounded conſcience for a whole 
Skin ; and promiſeth alſo, to hold forth his grounds to 
any: we therefore thought it, of oreat uſe to annex to 
this letter, The Petition of Mr.Will, Jenkins, as alſo 
certain Queries of his grounds, upon which his Pett-- 
tion was framed and himſelf (atisfied, Expeji/ng 
and aſſuring our ſelves ( if truly convinced): we ſhall 
ſee him aud them, mow a7, as ardently this way, 4s 
before the other way, taking as much, or more pains 
now to convince others,as well as them{elves,mny of 
whom,were & are ſtill miſled and hardened by them, 
being exceedingly tainted with the ſpirit of titterneſs 
&aiſcontent,Nolels can be expetfed tromthem,were 
it but only, to make ſome payt of amends to tho/e who 
have ſo readily aud griciouſly pardoned ſuch greet 
offenders, But moreover, When thou art converted 
ſtrengthen thy brethren;el/e we canner our ſuſpert, 
Fe. ( If we ſhall ſay no more.) to ſave their Carkaſes, 
they have diſſembled with God and men,having taken 
his name in vain and abuſed his people:herein to clear 
thamiblues isof very great concernment.

The Humble Petition of william 
Teakin, Priſoner : 


Mot hanbly ſheweth, 


Hat your Petitioner, is unfainedly forrowful | 
for all his late miſcarriages,whether teſtified _ 
againſt him or acknowledgeg by him, and for the 
great and ſinful unſuitablenels of them to his cal- 
hng and. condition. That upon earneſt ſeeking 
of God, and diligent inquiring into his will, your 
Petitioner 15 conyinced, that the alteration of civil 
Governments, are ordered by, and founded upon 
the wile and righteous providences of God, who 
removeth Kings, and ſetteth up Kings, ruleth in. 
the Kingdoms of men,and giveth them to whom- 
ſoever he will. That the providences of this God, 
have 1n the judgment of your Petitioner, as evi- 
dently appeared in the removing of others from, 
and the inveſting your honors with the Govern- 
ment of this Nation, as ever they appeared in the 
taking away,or beſtowing of any Government in 
any Hiſtory of any age of the world. 

That he apprehends that a refuſal to be ſub- 
ze&t to this preſent Authority , under the pre- 
tence of upholding the title of any one upon the 
Earth,

Earth,is a refuſal to acquiels 1n the wile and right- 
eous pleaſure of God, iuch an oppoſing of the Go- 
vernment ſet up by the Soveraign Lord of Heaven 
and Earth,as none can have peace,ecither in acting 
or {uffering for ; and that your Petitioner looks 
upon it as his duty, to yeeld to this Authority,all 
active and cheerful obedience in the Lord,even for 
* Conlcience fake, to promiſe (he being required) 
truth &fidelity to it,&ro hold forth the grounds of 
- his ſo doing to any,asGod ſhall call him thereunto. 

That though an Impriſonment, accompanied 
with the loſs of hiseſtate,and to be followed(with- 
out your gracious Prevention)on with a ſpeedyAr- 
' raigament, before an high & eminent Judicatory, 
are far from being pleating to Fleſh and Bloodzand 
though the enjoyment of your grace and favor be 
a bleſſing moſt deſerving tobe reckoned among 
the beſt of temporals, yet that neither the feeling 
& fearing of the former,nor the expectation of the 
latter, could have induced your petitioner againft 
the light of his own judgment, and the prepon- 
dering part of his own Conſcience to have made, 

or —_ this acknowledgment, he ſadly fore- 
- Caſting,that a whole skin1s but a contemprible re- 
compence for a wounded con(cience. 

That neverthelels (he truſteth)he th ll be excu- 
ſable in tendring thus far,even his outward condi- 
tion, as to repreſent to your honors, that he 1s in 
moſt apparent danger of his irreparable lots of his 
healtch(the ſweeteſt of outward bleſſings)unleis by 
your gracious grant,he may ſpeedily injoy a more 
tree and open ayre,then this his cloſe confinement

That Maſter :i/l;am Fenkin be forthwith: dil- 
charged of his impriſonment, and Bail, and his e- 
tate be diſcharged of and from fequeſtration ; and 
the commiſſioners for compounding, and other 
officers are to take notice hereof, and obſerve the 
ſame accordingly. 

Upon ſeveral humble petitions of Maſter Tho- 
24s Caſe, Mr. Ralph :Robinſon, and Mr.- Thoysas 
watſon Miniſters, the Parhament did grant unto 
each of them the like pardon for life and eſtate, 
and diſcharged them from impriſonment,aad the 
fequeſtration of their eſtates. 

Upon the humble petition of Mr. Arthur Fack- 
ſon Miniſter, tlie Parliament granted him a par- 
don for his life and eſtate. 

Upon M. Attur. Generals report of the. humble 
and penitent demeanor of Dr. Roger Drake, at his 
Tryal at the High Court of Juſtice,confeſſing the 
Treaſons laid to his charge,and his humble petitt- 
on the Parliament did pardon himfor life and e- 
ſtate, and ordeted his releaſe out of priſon and his 
eltate diſcharged-from ſequeſtration. 

The Parliament upon report by Mr.Atturn. Ge- 
neral of the like deportment of Lieut.Col.Fackſon, 
Lieu. Col. Foſeph Vaughan, and Cap. Hugh Meſes. 

The Parliament likewiſe ordered for each of 
them a Pard2n for life and eſtate, and diſcharged. 
them from impriſonment, and their eſtates from * 
Sequeſtration,..
